TULLY (SF CHRON 12/6) SUPPORTS FORMER SECDEF LAIRD'S

AIR POWER. SAYS JAPAN S FEAR OF SUCH MOVE COULD BE 
REMEDIED BY BUILDING UP HER OWN DEFENSES. FINDS RIDICU-

CDN (12/8) STATES JAPANESE "REBUFFED" GOVERNING PARTY 
"SUBTLY." SEES GOVERNMENTAL PROBLEMS MOSTLY INTERNAL, 

AS JAPAN TRIES COPE W/RAPID INDUSTRIALIZATION/URBANIZATION. 
CONCLUDES JAPANESE FOPOL, AS IT AFFECTS US/OTHER W DEMOC- 
RACIES, REMAINS UNCHANGED. 

BEECH (CDN HK, 12/8) REVIEWS ELECTION RESULTS, SAYS SUR- 
PRISING LDP "DIDN'T SUFFER MORE," BECAUSE IT "RICHLY DE-
